<»f tho fact of Captain Lafayi-tte 
F. Baker, «»f the Union Army, of¬ 
fering his services to Secretary 
Seward as a police scout to gather 
information concerning the Con¬ 
federate army. During the war tin- 
United States lx-gan the issuance 
of gn-enhneks. Then came the first 
appearance of “gn-ongdods" men. 
By an act of congress in 1 »H or 
1^12, 110,000 wa» appropriated for 
the maintenance of Baker’s service 
to suppress counterfeiting. The 
supervision of the service was then 
under the solicitor of the treasury. 
In 1-880 tho service had grown to I 
be almost iudispensable, and an 
appropriation of #70,000 was ol>- 
tainod for its sup|s>rt. In that 
year its supervision was plac-d in 
tho hands of the secretary of Un- 
treasury. For tho last two years 
congresa has allotted $100,000 for 
tho service; it has been advanced 
to the grudo of "division;” Mr. 
Wilkie’s immediate chief is As¬ 
sistant Secretary Milton E. Ailes.
